Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the Annual Criminal and Statistical Returns for 
the Dublin Metropolitan Police District for the year 1894. 

Indictable Offences. — (Table I.) 

The total number of indictable offences committed within the district during 
the year was 2,533, against 2,469 in 1893, and 2,257 in 1892, being an increase of 64 
as compared with 1893, and an increase of 276 as compared with 1892. The total 
number of persons arrested for these offences was 1,029, against 914 in 1893, and 
872 in 1892, being an increase of 115 as compared with 1893, and an increase of 157 
as compared with 1892. 

Cases summarily disposed of. — (Table II.) 

The total number of persons proceeded against on charges and summonses before 
the magistrates was 46,212, against 44,099 in 1893, and 48,486 in 1892, being an increase 
of 2,113 as compared with 1893, and a decrease of 2,274 as compared with 1892. The 
persons consisted of 32,649 males (against 31,669 in 1893, and 35,162 in 1892), and 
13,563 females (against 12,430 in 1893, and 13,324 in 1892). The numbers convicted 
of those summarily disposed of were 29,303 males and 12,027 females. The numbers 
discharged by the magistrates were 3,346 males and 1,536 females. 

Total number of pes'sons apprehended . — (Table YII.) 

The total number of persons apprehended on charges by the police was 17,152 
against 16,718 in 1893, and 18,476 in 1892, being an increase of 434 as compared 
with 1893, and a decrease of 1,324 as compared with 1892. The total number 
proceeded against on summons was 30,081.

Murder, dc. 

Two males were charged with murder during the year. Of these, 1 was discharged 
by the magistrate and the other committed for trial, and subsequently discharged. 

Three cases of infanticide were reported during the year, and 3 females were 
arrested on this charge. All were committed for trial. 

Manslaughter and Assaults. 

Sixteen males and 4 females were arrested for manslaughter. 

Three males were arrested for shooting at, stabbing, &c., with intent to do, or 
occasioning bodily harm; 4 males for rape, or assaults with intent to ravish ; 1,047 
persons of both sexes for aggi*avated assaults ; 355 for assaulting the police ; 290 for 
common assaults ; and 10 for robbery from the person, or assaults to rob. 


Drunkenness. 

The charges of drunkenness, not combined with any other offence, numbered 5,650, 
viz., 3,930 males and 1,720 females, against 5,571, viz., 3,681 males and 1,890 females 
in 1893, and 6,485, viz., 4,306 males and 2,179 females in 1892. 

The number arrested for being drunk and disorderly was 2,077, viz., 1,042 males and 
1,035 females, against 2,258, viz., 1,072 males and 1,186 females in 1893, and 2,579, 
viz., 1,195 males and 1,384 females in 1892. 

The number arrested for drunkenness, combined with other offences than disorderly 
conduct, was 287, against 321 in 1893 and 165 in 1892. These cases are included in 
No. II. Table under the more serious offence, viz., assault, or wilful damage, &c., and 
are not included under drunk, or drunk and disorderly. 

The total number of persons who were drunk when arrested by the police during the 
year was 8,014, against 8,150 in 1893 and 9,229 in 1892. 

Two hundred and thirty-seven habitual drunkards were charged as such, and 122 of 
these persons were convicted for being drunk, or drunk and disorderly, three 
times and upwards. 


Disorderly Conduct. 

The number of arrests for disorderly conduct was 2,683, viz., 1,814 males and 869 
females, against 2,416, viz., 1,596 males and 820 females in 1893, and 2,628, viz., 1,831 
males and 797 females, in 1892. 

The number of prostitutes arrested for offences contrary to good order and public' 
decency was 753, against 583 in 1893, and 684 in 1892. 


Education of Persons arrested. 

Of the 11,055 males arrested during the year 1894, 1,985 could neither read nor write,. 
8,735 could read only or read and write imperfectly, 273 could read and write well, 
and 62 were of superior education. Of 6,097 females arrested, 2,004 could neither 
read nor write, 4,074 could read only or read and write imperfectly, and 18 could read 
and write well, and 1 was of superior education.

Summary Convictions — Imprisonment, &c. 

Of the 41,330 persons summarily, convicted on charges by the magistrates, 8S were 
convicted for 6 months and above 3 months, 137 for 3 months and above 2 months, 
390 for 2 months and above 1 month, 937 for 1 month and above 14 days, 444 for 14 
days and under, 45 were sent to Reformatories, 470 to Industrial Schools, 19,304 were 
fined, 750 were held to bail, 108 were handed over to the military authorities, and 
18,657 received other punishments. 

Percentage of the Convictions of Persons taken into custody on charges. 

Of the persons committed for trial, 73'8 per cent, were convicted, and in the cases 
summarily disposed of, 93 *6 per cent, of the persons were convicted. 


Known Thieves, &c. 

The number of known thieves and suspected persons within the Police District who 
were proceeded against on indictment and summarily during the year, was 839, against 
784 in 1893, being an increase of 55 as compared with the latter year. The number 
of the above class at large within the Police District in the month of April, 1894, was 
386. 


Ages of Persons arrested. 

Of the 17,152 persons taken into custody on charges by the police, 286 were 
under 10 years of age, 440 were 10 years and under 15, 1,125 were 15 years and under 
20, 2,836 were 20 years and under 25, 2,914 were 25 years and under 30,2810 were 30 
years and under 35, 1,639 were 35 years and under 40, 2,749 were 40 years and under 
50, 1,551 were 50 years and under 60, 802 were 60 years and upwards. 


Sentences of Persons Convicted on Trial. 

Of the 311 persons convicted on trial, 1 was sentenced to 10 years penal servitude, 
18 to 5 years, 7 to 3 years, 40 to 12 months and under 2 years, 101 to 6 months and 
under 12 months, 80 to 1 month and under 6 months, 1 to under 1 month; 6 were 
sent to Reformatory Schools ; 54 were held to bail, and 3 received other punishments. 

Loitering with Intent to Commit a Felony. 

Four hundred and eighty-one males and 12 females were arrested in public places or 
enclosed premises under circumstances which denoted that they were loitering for the 
purpose of committing a felony. 


Burglaries. 

The number of burglaries committed in 1894 was 42, against 32 in 1893. The 
number of persons arrested for these offences in 1894 was 35, against 18 in 1893 ; 
■and of those so arrested, 26 were convicted, against 10 in 1893. 

Doors, dx., found open by the Police. 

Two hundred and ninety-seven doors, and 6 windows, were found open or insecure 
■by the Police, on night duty during the year 1894, within the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police District, against 285 doors and 13 windows so found in 1893.

Prostitution. 

The number of prostitutes (exclusive of those known to be in prison) within the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police District in 1894 was 367, against 388 in 1893, and 401 
in 1892. 


Suicides and\ Lunacy. 

Fourteen suicides were committed during the year, against 18 in 1893, and 13 in 
1892 ; 33 persons were charged for attempting to commit suicide, 369 persons were 
charged as dangerous lunatics in 1894, against 333 in 1893, and 289 in 1892. 

Inquests. 

The number of deaths on which Coroners’ inquests were held in 1894 was 314, against 
286 in 1893, and 282 in 1892. 


Juvenile offenders. 

The total number of juvenile offenders committed to Reformatories by Magistrates 
was 45, against 69 in 1893, and 64 in 1892 ; 470 were transmitted to certified Industrial 
Schools against 516 in 1893, and 467 in 1892. For offences committed by these 
ehildren, see Table II. 


Money found on Drunken Persons. 

Of the 7,727 persons arrested during the year for drunkenness, 3,153 had money and 
other valuable property in their possession, amounting to £6,043 Os. 2 d. This money 
and property were returned by the police to the owners when sober. 


Stolen Property recovered. 

The average aetual daily loss sustained by the public from theft, &c., is set down at 
£17 Is. 2>d. against £18 9s. 4 d. in 1893, and £17 15s. 0 d. in 1892. The gross loss was 
£11,939, against £9,541 in 1893, and £10,837 in 1892. 

47‘8 per cent, of property stolen has been recovered by the police in 1894, against 
29'3 per cent, in 1893, and 40’2 per cent, in 1892. 

Public Houses. 

The total number of public houses in the Police District open for the sale of spirituous 
liquor in 1894 was 911, against 912 in 1893, and 920 in 1892. 

The number of summonses issued at the suit of the police for violation of the 
law was 39, against 63 in 1893, and 69 in 1892. Convictions were obtained in 30 
cases out of the 39. 


Spirit Grocers and Beer Dealers. 

The number of spirit grocers within the Police District in 1894 was 268, against 2 70 
in 1893, and 275 in 1892. Of that number 17 are suspected of selling contrary to the 
tenor of their licences. Summonses were issued in 10 cases against spirit grocers for 
infraction of the law, and convictions were obtained in 8 cases. 

There were 208 houses in which liquor was sold without a licence within the Police 
District. Summonses were issued in 270 cases for violation of the law in this respect, 
and convictions were obtained in 209 cases. 
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Refreshment Houses. 

There were 126 coffee shops and other refreshment houses in the Police District in the 
year 1894, against 118 in 1893, and 104 in 1892, and there were 23 houses having a wine 
licence only, against 22 in 1893, and 21 in 1892. Of the coffee shops 3 were con- 
ducted irregularly. 


Deserted Children. 

The number of children found deserted, and received by the Poor Law Guardians in 
1894, was 24, against 18 in 1893, and 19 in 1892. The number found dead was 12, 
against 20 in 1893, and 9 in 1892. 


Hackney Carriage Drivers , &c. 

In the year 1894 there were within the Police District 2,348 licensed vehicles, being 
an increase of 34 as compared with 1893. The vehicles consisted of 1,261 hackney 
carriages, 766 cabriolets (including 106 phaetons), 159 job carriages, and 162 stage 
carriages ; 158 of the latter are tram cars. There were 2,733 licensed drivers, being an 
increase of 13 as compared with 1893. 

A general inspection of hackney vehicles was held last May, when the inspecting 
officers returned 1,915 vehicles out of 1,978 (the total number then licensed), as fit 
for public accommodation, several being classified as “ excellent.” In the majority of 
the number absent from the "General Inspection” the owners certified that they were 
undergoing repairs at the builders, which statements were, by inquiry, found to be 
correct. These vehicles were subsequently examined and passed. There were 25 cases 
for summons arising out of this “Annual Inspection.” 

2,264 summonses were issued at the suit of the police for breaches of the Dublin 
Carriage Regulations, showing a decrease of 41 as compared with 1893 ; they consisted 
of 1,680 against the owners and drivers of hackney carriages, 574 against cabriolet 
owners and drivers, 8 against owners of job carriages, and 2 against owners of stage 
carriages. 

357 licensed 'drivers and conductors were arrested by the police during the year for 
breaches of the carriage laws, &c., whilst in charge of their vehicles ; for punishments 
inflicted in these cases, see Table XL III. 

In addition to the several punishments appearing in the Table referred to, the Com- 
missioner of Police (at the time set apart each year for renewing conductors’ and 
drivers’ licences) refuses to renew the licences of the ill-conducted. Some are never 
relicensed, others are not licensed for months, until satisfactory proof of amendment is 
given. 

This year 9 drivers were refused renewal of their licences between 1st November 
and 20th December. 

There was 1 revocation for the year 1894. The licences of 2 hackney 
carriages were suspended. In many instances vehicles were discovered by the 
carriage constables plying for hire in an unserviceable state, and by cautioning the 
owners they were at once removed for repairs, consequently the licences were not 
suspended or revoked. 

It is to be observed that in the majority of cases set forth in Table XLII., the 
law empowers the magistrates to inflict fines not exceeding 40s., or the alternative of a 
month’s imprisonment. 
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Of the hackney vehicles, 231 new licences and 32 transfers of licences were granted 
during the year 1894. In each case the vehicle, beast, harness, and accoutrements were 
inspected and pronounced fit for public accommodation ; and the character of the person 
seeking the licence was ascertained beforehand to be satisfactory. 


Properly found forgotten in Cabriolets or on Hackney Carriages by Drivers, dc., and 
how disposed of. 

There were 435 articles of property surrendered to the police by drivers during the 
year, of which number, 275 articles were claimed by and given up to owners at the 
Carriage Department, Exchange-court, and 8 at police stations through the city and 
suburbs, making a total of 283 articles claimed, the remainder being sent to store at 
the General Depdt for property, Lower Castle Yard. 

The articles surrendered included 180 umbrellas, 3 gold finger rings, 3 gold bracelets, 
2 gold lockets, £2 1 Os. in gold, a pair of gold mounted spectacles, 1 gold scarf pin, 
2 silver watches, several purses (one containing a one-pound note, another 15s.), several 
waterproof coats, opera glasses, carriage rugs, &c., &c. 

Eight sovereigns and 16 half-sovereigns were surrendered by drivers during the 
year, having been received by them for fares in mistake for silver coins. Four sovereigns 
and 4 half-sovereigns were afterwards claimed and given up to owners, and the 
remainder sent to police store, and at the expiration of twelve months, if still 
unclaimed, the coins will be handed to the finders. 

In 8 instances sums of money, amounting to £5 12s. 9£d., exclusive of above gold 
coins, were found in vehicles and surrendered to police by drivers; £4 16s. 9 d. of 
that sum was claimed, and remainder sent to store. 

Property when surrendered at police stations, except those of “ F,” or Kingstown 
division, if not claimed immediately, is forwarded to the Carriage Department, Exchange- 
court, where it remains for a week, and if not claimed within that time, is sent to police 
store, and after twelve months all articles of property (except cash) still remaining 
unclaimed at this general store are disposed of at “ Annual Sale.” 

Recipients of property during the year left rewards for drivers who surrendered same 
to the amount of £10 2s. 


Property surrendered direct to O toners, dc. 

The police constables employed on carriage duty, in the course of their inquiries after 
property reported as forgotten on hackney cars and cabs, ascertained that the drivers 
had surrendered direct to owners at their residences, hotels, Ac., the following articles, 
viz. : — Money to the amount of £2, a case of surgical instruments, a valuable sealskin 
jacket, many portmanteaus, overcoats, &c. 

The Constables also discovered the following articles at Hotels, Railway stations, 
&c., which were reported as being left in cabs, or on outside cars, and had same restored 
to owners, viz. : — Two purses (one containing £6 7s., the other £7), 3 gold bracelets, a 
valuable diamond ring, 4 portmanteaus containing clothing, and several other valuable 
articles. 
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New Buildings. 

During the past 20 years 9,711 new houses were built in the district; 345 of this 
number were completed in 1894. Included in the total there are 101 blocks of 
“ Artisans’ Dwellings.” 

New Streets Opened. 

There were 199 new streets opened in the district in the past 20 years; 2 new 
streets were opened in 1894. 


Area of the Police District. 

The area of the Dublin Metropolitan Police District is 32-15 square miles. 


Population of the Police District. 

The population according to the Census of the year 1891 is 352,277. 

Police Force. 

The effective strength on the 31st December, 1894, was 1,145 of all ranks. 

The Medical Officer’s Report is given at page xiv. 

Removals from the Force. 

The number of removals from the Force through all causes during the year was 65. 

The two Tables, marked “A” and “ B ” (see pp. xii. and xiii.), show the authorized 
and effective strength of the Force on the 31st December', 1894, and the number of men 
of all ranks serving on the 31st December, 1894, and the years in which they joined.

REPORT of the MEDICAL OFFICER on the HEALTH of the DUBLIN 
METROPOLITAN POLICE for the Year 1894. 


The number of the Metropolitan Police absent from duty during the year 1894 in 
consequence of siekuess, injuries, and sick leave, amounted to 2 ’2 per cent, per day on 
the strength of the Force. 

We had only one case of smalt-pox ; it was very mild and of short duration. 

Our latest previous case was in the year 1880, the only one of the year, and was 
successfully treated. By that year we had all our younger men revaccinated ; and 
since then no recruit has been admitted to the Depot witbout evidence of the operation 
having been successfully performed. 

At present every man in the Force has been vaccinated in infancy or childhood, and 
again at maturity.
